Four Tons of Gold. 
HOW COIN’ IS TRANSPORTED AND KEPT—THE 
AMOUNT NOW IN THE SUB-TREASURY. 
New York Evening Post, August 19. 
The sum of $2,000,000 iu gold coin arrived 
yesterday at the Sub-Treasury in this city, hav­ 
ing been forwarded by express from the Sub- 
Treasury at Sau Francisco. According to the 
usual method of reckoning the weight of gold 
coin, the weight of tbi3 amount was about four 
tons. When gold is shipped in the ordinary 
manner, in kegs of $50,000 each, it is custom­ 
ary to consider $500,000 equal to a ton; but 
as the iron-bound oaken kegs form an item in 
the estimate, the net weight of the gold is 
somewhat less. 
When the law for the rccoinage of all gold 
pieces which had suffered from abrasion had 
been partly carried into efiect, the Assistant 
Treasurer at Boston notified the Treasury De­ 
partment that he had more gold than he need­ 
ed, and a considerable amount was, therefore, 
sent from Boston to this city. Mr. Ashley, the 
chief of the coin division in the Sub-Treasury' 
here, says that be supposes the Department is 
carrying out the same policy in regard to San 
Francisco, this being the only city where the 
government needs to keep gold in large quan­ 
tities for mercantile purposes. 
The $2,000,000 received here yesterday was 
packed in twelve strong iron chests, each about 
two and a half feet in length by sixteen inches 
in depth and breadth. The gold, which con­ 
sists entirely ot double eagles, was in stout 
canvas bags, 10# in number, each containing 
$20,000. Every bag bore a seal affixed by the 
Assistant Treasurer at San Francisco, and 
each of the chesis hail three combination locks, 
which the Assistant Teeasury secured. The 
explanation of the combinations was sent to 
Assistant Treasurer Uillhouse, of this city, in 
two instalments, one by mail and one by ex­ 
press, so that if either fell into wrong hands it 
would afford no information. 
The treasure was brought overland from 
San Francisco by the Adams Express Compa- 
ny, which was responsible to the government 
for its safety. The car containing it wap 
guarded by nine armed men. On the arrival 
of the gold in this city it was carried in ex­ 
press wagons to the Sub-Treasury, where the 
chests, weighing between six and seven hun­ 
dred pounds apiece, were placed on trucks 
and rolled into the coin division. 
The bago were then emptied, and the con­ 
tents of each counted by weighing. The exact 
weight of $20,000 in gold coin being known, 
the absence of a single piece would be instant­ 
ly detected. About $1,000,000 of the amount 
was fresh from the mint, and this it was nec­ 
essary merely to weigh. The rest, having 
been in circulation, must be examined piece 
by piece to see that every one is genuine.— 
Two coin exports began this labor yesterday, 
and will probably be occupied in it for a week. 
So large an amount of gold is rarely receiv­ 
ed at the Sub-Treasury at one time. Mr. Ash­ 
ley says that it now contains a little more than 
$30,000,000 in gold coin, which is an unusu­ 
ally iteavy supply. One reason for this is the 
light shipping demand^ only $11,000 having- 
been delivered for shipment since the 1st of 
last January, which is less thau half the 
amount in the corresponding period last year. 
Tilias accounted for by the fact that the bal­ 
ance of trade has beeu in our favor, the exports 
Raving been about ?15,000,0C0 more and the 
imports $35,000,000 less than a year ago. 
In addition to this the Sub-Treasury now 
contains about $10,000,000 in gold bars, 
$-100,000 in silver, and $28,000,000 in cur­ 
rency. 
There are two treasure-chambers in the Sub- 
Treasury on different sides of the main floor, 
which are precisely alike in construction.— 
Each has walls eight feet in thickness, built in 
a manner to resist the utmost eflorts which 
might be made by burglars. The walls are 
each made in two parallel sections, or massive 
stone, and the intermediate space is tilled with 
boxes of chilled iron, which are packed with 
balls of the same material, about an Inch in 
diameter. These, it ¡3 believed, would turn 
the most powerful drill which could be employ­ 
ed. The floor of each chamber is covered with 
iron plates, and rests upon a foundation of 
solid masonry, which extends for thirty feet 
below the level of the adjacent sidewalks.— 
The iron doors of each are five in number, 
weighing about two and a half tons apiece, 
and secured by numerous locks. 
The interior of each chamber is lined with 
iron compartments, many of which bear the 
red seal of the naval officer, showing that its 
contents have been counted by him at a cer­ 
tain time, and that the closet has not since 
been opened. In the chamber on the west 
side of tho building, which is wholly devoted 
to goid coin, each closet contains $500,000 
when tilled. The gold is packed away in small 
canvas bags. 
The chamber on tho east side contains cur­ 
rency, silver coin and gold in bars. The cur­ 
rency is in packages, each of which bears a 
label showing its amount. In one of the clos­ 
ets are packages of $1,000 notes, weighing 
scarcely a pound apiece, which are stamped 
$ 1, 000, 000. 
The gold bars, which have been melted at 
the Assay Office and are to be sent to the 
Philadelphia mint, are generally worth $5,000 
apiece. Most of these are black and discolor­ 
ed, the copper in the alloy coming to the surface 
when the metal cools. One very small bar is 
shown, however, being the last of the assay, 
which is a bright, glittering yellow. It is 
marked $636.02, and is also stamped with the 
figures 997, showing that it lacks only three 
one-thousandths of absolute purity. 


GENERAL NEW S. 


—Fair play is everything. The authorities 
of Madison; Wis., haviDg enforced the Sunday 
laws against the saloon-keepers, the latter 
have in turn appointed a committee to aid the 
mayor in enforcing the Sunday laws against 
steamboats, stages, livery-stables, tobacco 
shops, and other Sunday-breaklng institutions. 
Tho mayor has accepted their services, and 
lively times are now expected. 
—They are boring the Hoosac tunnel from 
each side of the mountain toward the middle, 
and the two gangs of workmen have now got 
so near each other that they hear the noise 
and rumble of each other’s gunpow-der blasts. 
They arc taking the apostolic advice to break 
down the middlo wall of partition between 
them. But they have got a thousand feet of 
thickness left yet. 
—Startling stories are related of the ravages 
of cholera in some Western towns. At Okaw- 
ville, 111., twenty-nine miles from St Louis, 
twenty-three persons died in twelve hours, 
most of them only fifteen minutes ill. Five 
died in one family in three hours. Aiter death 
they turn black. The blackness, the fifteen 
minutes’ sickness, and possibly other details, 
may be set down as exaggerations.

AMOUNT NOW IN THE SFB-TItEASVRY. 
New York Evening post, August 18. 
The sum or $2,000,000 iu gold coin arrived 
yesterday at tho Sub-Treasury in this city, hav 
ing been forwarded by express from tho Sub 
llreasu ry at San Francisco. 
According to the 
usual method of reckoning tho weight of gold 
coin. Die weight of this amount was about four 
tons. 
When gold is shipped in the ordinary 
manner, in kegs of $50,000 each, it is custom 
ary to consider $500,000 equal lo a to n ; but 
as tho iron-bound oaken kegs form an item in 
tile estimate, the net weight of the gold 
somewhat less. 
When the law for tho recoinage of all gold 
pieces which had suffered from abrasion had 
been partly carried into eflect, the Assistant 
Treasurer at Boston notified the Treasury De 
part meat that he had more gold than he need 
cd, and a considerable amount was, therefore, 
sent from Boston to this city. 
Mr. Ashley, the 
chief of Die coin division in tho Sub-Treasury 
hen*, says that ho supposes the Department is 
carrying out Die same policy in regard to San 
Francisco, this being the only city where the 
government needs to keep gold in large quat) 
titles for mcrcnntdc purposes. 
The $2,000,000 received here yesterday was 
packed lo twelve strong iron chests, cadi about 
two and a half feet in length by sixteen inches 


iii depth and breadth. 
The gold, which con 
gists entirely of double eagles, was in stout 
canvas bags, lo# in number, each containing 
$20,000. 
Every bag bore a seal affixed by the 
Assistant Treasurer at San Francisco, and 
each of Die chests had three combination locks 
which Die Assistant Tecasury secured. 
The 
explanation of Die combinations was sent to 
Assistant Treasurer llillliouse, of this city, in 
two instalments, one by mail and one by ex 
press, so that if cither fell into wrong hands it 
would afford no Information. 
The treasure was brought overland from 
San Francisco by tho Adams Express Compa­ 
ny, which was responsible to the government 
for its safety. 
The car containing it wa# 
guarded by nine armed men. 
On the arrival 
or the gold in this city it was carried in ex­ 
press wagons to the Sub-Treasury, where Die 
chests, weighing I tot ween six and seven hun 
dred pounds apiece, were placed on trucks 
and rolled into the coin division. 
The huge were then emptied, and the con-] 
tents of each counted by weighing. 
Hie exact 
weight of $20,000 iii gold coin being known, 
the ab-cnco of a single piece would lie instant­ 
ly detected. 
About $1,OOt),OOO of the amount 
was fresh from the mint, aud this It was nec­ 
essary merely lo weigh. 
The rest, having 
Leon iii circulation, must Im* examined piece 
by piece to seo that every one is genuine.— 
Two coin exports began this labor yesterday, 
arni will probably be occupied In it fora week. 
| 
So large an amount of gold is rarely receiv­ 
ed at the Sub-Treasury at oms time. 
Mr. Ash­ 
ley says Dial it now coniums a little more than 
$30,000,000 in gold coin, which is an unusu­ 
ally heavy supply. 
One reason for this is the 
light shipping demand^ only $11,000 having 
been delivered for shipment since the 1st of 
last January, which Is less than hall the 
amou.it ta the corresponding period last year. 
T hij’ta accounted for by tho fact that the bal­ 
ance of trade hasbeen in our favor, the export*! 
having lieeti about $15,000,000 more and the 
inqs'ris $35,OOO,O(M) less than a year ago. 
Iii addition to this the Sub-Treasury now 
contains attent 
$10,000,000 in gold tiara, 
$100,000 in silver, and $28,000,000 in cur­ 
rency. 
There are two trcasure-chambera iii Die Sui>- 
Treasury on different shies of the main floor, 
which are precisely alike in construction.— 
Radi has walls eight feet in thickness, built in 
a manner to resist the utmost efforts which 
might bo made by burglars. 
The walls arc 
eaclt made in two parallel sections, of massive 
stun1*, and the Intermediate space is tilled with 
boxes of chilled Iron, which are packed with 
hails of tho same material, ubout an Inch in 
diameter. 
These, it is believed, would turn 
the most powerful drill which could lie employ­ 
ed. 
The floor of each chamber is covered w ith 
iron plates, and rests upon a foundation of 
solid masonry, which extends for thirty feet 
Indow tile level of the adjacent sidewalks.—J 
The iron doors of each are Ave iii number, 
weighing about two aud a half tons apiece, 
and secured by numerous locks. 


The interior of each chamber is lined witll 
iron compartments, many of which bear the 
red seal of the naval officer, showing that it* 
contents have been counted by him at a cer­ 
tain time, and Dial the closet has not since! 
bee-) opened. 
Ll the chamber on the west 
side of tho building, w hich is wholly devoted 
to gobi coin, each closet contain* $500,000 
w hen tilled. 
The gold is packed away in small 
canvas bag*. 


The chamber on the east side contains cur­ 
rency, silver coin and gold in bars. 
The cur­ 
rency is in packages, each of which bears a 
label showing its amount. 
In one of the clos­ 
et* are packages of $1,000 notes, weighing 
scarcely a pound apiece, which are stamped 
$ 1, 000,000. 


The gold burs, which have been melted at 
the Assay Office and are to be seat to the 
riuladelpida mint, are generally worth $5,000 
apiece. 
Most of these are black and discolor­ 
ed,Die copper in the alloy coming to the surface 
w hen Die metal cools. 
One very small bar is 
shown, however, being the last of the assay, 
which Is a bright, glittering yellow. 
It is 
marked $636.02, and is also stamped with Die 
figures t>07, showing that it lacks only three 
one-thousandths of absolute purity.

In instances 
when trains are not so specialized and when 
the assumption is that a seat without extra 
charge will be provided for every passenger, 
and when 0:1 entering the cars that passenger 
finds no room for him to sit except as afore­ 
said, this is a clear violation of the contract 
implied by bis ticket. We have known this to 
happen on various roads many times, and if 
the American people were not so detestably 
patient under all sorts of imposition, we 
should hear of practical protests against the 
practice oftcner than we do.

been written out a ad signed in triplicate. 
Beaubien made some corrections in bis evi­ 
dence. 
He did not tbink Sir George Cartier 
knew at any time that Sir Hugh Allan had 
given him (Beaubien) $7,000. 
He had learned 
that Hudson was not chairman cf the Cartier 
committ'O. 
In reply to Judge Gowan Boau- 
bien said he did not know how Sir Hugh 
would be reimbursed for this and other loans. 
He knew there was a general election fund 
and thought his friauds might subscribe for 
that purpose, 
n e did not expect the govern­ 
ment would pay it. 
Some of their friends 
might do the same thing. 
The receipt he 
gave Sir Hugh" was signed in .A’obotl’s and lie 
kept a copy. 
He knew Sir Hugh had sub­ 
scribed to the central committee election lund 
aud said he (Beaubien) should receive help. 
Cartier insisted that he should not receive a 
cent, hut he had reason to believe that tho 
committee, without Cartier’s knowledge, had 
helped two of Beaubien’s frieuds. 
As they 
were not members of the House and tho gov­ 
ernment knew nothing of the transaction he 
declined to give their names. 
Mr. Berthunc recalled—Since Saturday hal 
found it impossible to examine the books for 
the whole period requested.

terval Sir John bad been absent from Ottawa 
and messages passing between him and the 
parties who received them would not bo re­ 
corded at the office hero.

Pacific Co. 
Judge Day here read the Hun­ 
tington charges. 
In reply to a question the 
witness said he had no knowledge of any

Mullen respecting the construction of the Pa­ 
cific Railroad respecting American capitalists 
furnishing means to build 
the road. 
He 
knew nothing about any negotiation or corres­ 
pondence having taken place between the 
parties named; had no knowledge of an agree­ 
ment between the govi-rnnicul or any member 
thereof and Sir Hugli by which the latter was 
to furnish funds for securing the election 
of government candidates. 
Ili3 connection 
with the railway company was so short that he 
had not much opportunity of knowing what 
was doing, but 110 mention was made of ne­ 
gotiations with American capitalists. 
The 
question of how funds were to be raised to 
build the road was not discussed while he was 
a provisional director. 
He did not know if 
funds were expected from American capital­ 
ists. 
He took an active part in the general 
election so far as Montreal was concerned.— 
lie was one of Cartier’s comrcittec; when he 
attended the meeting offtlie committee the first 
time an organization had been already formed, 
lie was told by members of the eommittce 
that they had subscription lists for the purpose 
of defraying expenses 0 ? election; did not see 
the list of subscriptions. 
During the canvass 
he was asked by the committee to go to Ab­ 
bott, which he did and signed a receipt for 
$20,000. 
Did not see the money. 
The re­ 
ceipt was left with Abbott, 
lie understood 
this was Sir Hugh Allan’s subscription. 
The 
only conditions he knew of were contained in 
the receipt, 
lie gave no other receipt to Mr.

My reasou for believing so was the 
wording of the receipt, which referred to the 
letter, apparently showing that Sir nugli Al­ 
lan had promised to subscribe, 
lie knew of 


110 conditions on which Sir Hugh subscribed, 
uor whether he was to be reimbursed in any­ 
way. 
There was uo money paid at the time 
of giving the receipt. 
The next witness called was Paul Murphy, 
who testified that lie resided in Montreal. Had 
no knowledge of any agreement between Sir 
Hugh and McMullen respecting the Pacific 
Railroad. 
Was connected with tiie North­ 
ern 
Colonization Road. 
Knew 
nothing 
of 
any 
understanding 
between 
Sir 
Hugh and the government respecting the 
furnishing of funds. 
The total amount of 
subscriptions to the election fund was about 
$65,000. 
The list was signed by merchants 
and others, English and French. 
Sir Hugh’s 
first subscription was $10,000, the second a 
like sum and the third $20,000. 
He signed a 
rcbeipt for the latter amount. 
Had not seen 
the receipt since. 
The latter sum was paid in 
consequence of Cartier’s letter. 
Saw Cartier's 
letter of the SOtli of July about a month ago 
in Abbott’s 
hands. 
Here 
witness 
gave 
testimony concerning the publication of the 
letter in (he Gazette similar to that of 
previous witnesses. 
Cartier’s letter of tho 
30th 
of 
July 
contained 
110 
roference 
to the Pacific Railroad or a contract therewith. 
Other sums besides Sir Hugh’s were subscrib­ 
ed. 
His was the largest. 
One of the con­

coat, gave chase.

and ran for bis life, getting ahead of the 
stumbling teacher.

Dracut, 
crossed the bridge over tho Merrimack
